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Philanthropist gives UVic $1 



A Vancouver philanthropist and his 
wife have given UVic a gift of $1 million, 
the largest cash donation received by the 
university since 1967. The donors, David 
and Dorothy. Lam, have founded and 
funded both the David and Dorothy Lam 
Foundation and the Floribunda 
Philanthropic Society to carry on their 
charitable activities in Canada. 

The gift, from the David and Dorothy 
Lam Foundation, will establish an 
endowment fund from which the income 
will be used to initiate creative new ideas 
and to support them until they are well 
established. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
said the concept for the use of the Lam 
gift is “unique and exciting. It is a 
creative adaptation of the endowment 
concept and should help to ensure long¬ 
term development of this university. In 
effect, it is a perpetual development 
fund.’’ 

The income from the endowment for 
the first four years will fund the 
director’s office of UVic’s Centre for 
Pacific Rim Studies, now being 
established. “This will allow us to 
implement and fulfill a program which 
has only been a vision and a dream until 
now” said Petch. After four years, 
another project will be selected for 
support from the Lam endowment. 

In announcing the gift, Petch 
described it as a “magnificent gesture 
and tangible evidence of David Lam’s

sharing of UVic’s vision and 
commitment to excellence by enhancing 
the educational opportunities for young 
people of this province. Moreover, it is a 
shining example of the numerous 
contributions made by Chinese 
Canadians to this country.” 

A native of Hong Kong, David Lam, 
his wife,* and three daughters, came to 
Vancouver in 1967, 

Over the years he built up substantial 
real estate holdings. He is President of 
Canadian International Properties Ltd., 
a company that owns and manages 
residential and commercial properties in 
B.C., California and Arizona. 

The Lams usually do their 
philanthropic giving with little 
publicity. David Lam agreed to make 
their contribution to UVic publicly 
known “to encourage others to support 
the University of Victoria and to 
demonstrate that new Canadians who 
love this country are manifesting their 
gratefulness by putting something back 
into the country.” 

' “The personal qualities of David Lam 

add significantly to his contributions, 
because of his uncommon drive for, and 
commitment to excellence coupled with 
a love of learning and of people”, said 
Petch. “His love and compassion for 
people shines through all his activities 
and must have played an important role 
in his remarkable success in this 
country.” 


‘A powerful tool for dealing with the modern world’ 

Benefactor blends Chinese and Christian philosophies

David Lam, the remarkable Vancouver 
philanthropist who has given UVic a 
gift of $1 million, was recalling his 
childhood in Hong Kong and how he 
learned his first words of English from 
used copies of seed catalogues. 

He learned words like “mauve” and 
“fuschia”, the colors of the flowers 
described in the catalogues. He chuckled 
at the memory and then reflected on it. 

“Through those catalogues I escaped 
from the urban world of Hong Kong into 
a green world, so much cleaner and 
fresher, filled with a beauty that only 
God can create.” 

In recalling his childhood, during an 
interview en route to the airport after a 
recent campus visit with UVic President 
Dr. Howard Petch, Lam also summed up 
two of his abiding passions, a love of 
gardens and a love of Christianity. 

Lam is the president of Vancouver- 
based Canadian International 
Properties Ltd. which owns and 
manages commercial and residential 
properties. Among his prize possessions 
are a 24-story apkrtment building 
adjacent to Stanley Park and a 
downtown office building in San 
Francisco. 

He describes the secret of his success 


as “honesty and professionalism” but 
he could easily add charm and a lively 
interest in people. “Deals you can 
always make but you can’t afford to lose 
a friend,” he says. “Good people are the 
most important thing in life.” 

When he left Hong Kong in 1967 with 
his wife Dorothy and their three 
children, Lam left behind a successful 
banking career, many friends and a 
record of community service. 

At the age of 40, Lam had stopped to 
assess his life to date and decided “my 
future was not in Hong Kong.” He 
arrived in Vancouver without friends or 
a job and with little money. 

“I didn’t know what I was going to do, 
but I did have a philosophy that I have 
always followed. Get to know some good 
people and associate with them. Educate 
yourself.” 

Lam went into the real estate business 
as a salesman and soon earned a 
reputation for honesty and friendliness. 
He also attended night school at the 
University of British Columbia for five 
years, obtaining a diploma in Real 
Estate Appraisal. Before leaving Hong 
Kong he had received his BA degree 
from Lingnam University in Canton 
and a master’s degree in Business 
Administration from Temple University 
in Philadelphia. He pursued doctoral 
studies at New York and took an 
advanced management course at 


Harvard Business School. 

He says his skill in the real estate 
business is not based so much on his 
ability to buy the right property. 
“Anyone can buy property. Luck and my 
Chinese philosophy play a part. That 
philosophy tells me, ‘enough is enough. 
Don’t go for the last dollar.’” 

Lam believes his family’s destiny took 
a turning point when his grandfather, a 
teacher in a village, was converted to 
Christianity. “This gave the Lam family 
a blending of two cultures and 
philosophies, the ancient Chinese and 
the western Christian. This blending of 
two cultures gave us a powerful tool for 
dealing with the modern world.” 

David Lam’s father was a noted 
banker, philanthropist and educationist. 
As chairman of the Baptist Medical 
Board he established the Hong Kong 
Baptist Hospital. He also served as vice- 
chairman of Hong Kong’s biggest and 
most prestigious high school. 

He retired early to work full-time for 
his church. His son David, a deacon of 
the Oakridge Baptist Church in 
Vancouver, has clearly inherited his 
father’s philanthropic spirit. 

Among his numerous philanthropic 
activities, David Lam has provided 
major funding for the Sun Yat Sen 
Garden Society of Vancouver and the 
David See-Chai Lam Managment 
Research Library at UBC. 


Along with his business and 
philanthropic activities, David Lam, 
along with his wife Dorothy, have been 
involved in a project that hearkens back 
to his days as a boy in Hong Kong. They 
have been determined to visit all of the 
best gardens in the world and recently 
returned from a month-long tour of 
Japanese gardens. They have visited 
England and Wales many times and 
have toured Victoria’s finer gardens. 

Lam keeps a roof garden in his 
penthouse apartment in Vancouver and 
for years had an allotment garden in 
Richmond. 

In the greater scheme of things, Lam 
puts religion and his family first and 
education second. “The Chinese believe 
strongly in education because we also 
believe that the Chinese must learn 
more to be considered equal in another 
country,” he says. 

Lam also offers an unsolicited reason 
for his large gift to UVic. “I met your 
president and his wife at a dinner given 
at Government House and I was 
impressed. I made enquiries about him 
and heard many good things. I am a 
great admirer of people who believe 
strongly in what they are doing and I am 
thoroughly convinced that your 
president is such a rare person. Finally, I 
decided to approach him to ask what I 
could do to help.” 
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Fields honored at chapel service

An overflow crowd attended a memorial 
service Jan. 30 in the Interfaith Chapel 
on campus to honor the memory of one of 
UVic's builders, Dr. W. Gordon Fields. 

An outstanding teacher, scientist and 
administrator. Fields was chairman of 
the Biology Department from 1951 to 
1971. He died at the age of 74 in Victoria, 
Jan. 26. 


Dr. John Mclnerney, current 
chairman of the Biology Department 
and a long-time colleague of Fields, gave 
the eulogy at the memorial service. 
‘‘Gordon’s role as head of the 
department for 20 years had a profound 
role in shaping the degree programs in 
biology,” said Mclnerney. 

“In retrospect, it is apparent that 
Gordon had the vision and foresight to 
realize what kind of a Biology 
Department would best serve the 
interests of Victoria and those other 
communities from which our students 
are drawn. Equally important, he had 
the resoluteness of character to ensure 
that his dream became a reality.” 

Dr. Arthur Fontaine, another long¬ 
time colleague of Fields, has pointed out 
that Fields laid the whole physical and 
academic foundations of the 
department. 

Most of the major facilities which 
Biology and other science departments 
use for their teaching and research 
programs received large contributions 
from Fields in their planning, design 
and use. These facilities include the 
Elliott Building, Cunningham Building, 
the Bamfield Marine Station and the 
oceanographic vessel, the MSSV John 
Strickland. 

Born in Victoria, Fields was a student 
at Victoria College in 1929-30 and again 
in 1934-35 after taking time away from 
college to work as a salesman in a 
downtown department store. 

After receiving his BA degree at UBC, 


he began his professional career 
teaching at a high school in Duncan 
from 1938 to 1940. A lifelong sportsman, 
he also played with the local basketball 
team. He was a tennis enthusiast most 
of his life and also boxed, curled and 
played badminton. 

In 1941 he joined Dr. Jeff 
Cunningham to form a two-man Biology 
Department at Victoria College, then 
located in Craigdarroch Castle. For the 
next 37 years, Vic College and UVic were 
his academic home. Even after he 
officially retired in 1978 he remained 
active in teaching and research. As late 
as 1981 he taught a course in 
invertebrate biology and contributed a 
chapter to a prestigious international 
publication. Despite teaching and 
operating a rapidly growing 
department. Fields published many 
papers in respected journals and was 
regarded as Canada’s leading authority 
on squid. 

It was in his teaching and contact 
with students that Fields made, 
perhaps, his greatest contribution. “He 
was an enthusiastic, highly respected 
and very popular teacher and his 
influence has been felt from coast to 
coast through the students he has 
taught,” said Mclnerney. 

Fields himself has said that his most 
satisfying experience at Vic College and 
UVic has been his teaching and contact 
with students. Interviewed by the Ring 
shortly after his official retirement. 
Fields described the philosophy he 


followed. 

“Teachers and parents should try to 
make themselves dispensable as soon as 
possible. If you can transmit your own 
enthusiasm to students and get them 
interested in seeing and doing things for 
themselves, then you can fade away 
while they carry on. It’s fantastic how 
much students will do if you catch their 
interest.” 

He explained his philosophy of life in 
a note to his son, Peter. 

“Things that occupy my time may 
seem simple and mundane but they give 
me pleasure. I appreciate having the 
time for doing these things. Each day I 
have only once and I try to find 
satisfaction in how well I can do 
whatever the day brings. This I have 
tried to do through at least 10 jobs I had 
before teaching and through that career 
too. And this is what living really is: 
making and enjoying the small 
pleasures of each day instead of holding 
my breath waiting for something big 
and external to bring me happiness.” 

A letter of condolence and support 
sent to Fields’ wife Barbara by 
Katharine and T)r. Derek Ellis suggest 
something of Fields’ strength of 
character: “He stood by his principles 
even when they were not fashionable. 
Those native trees which still remain on 
campus owe their existence to him.” 

As well as his wife Barbara, and son 
Peter, Fields is survived by daughters 
Elizabeth and Margot, a sister and four 
brothers.

Arts mean Business 

Research undertaken by the UVic Faculty of Fine Arts over the past year 
has shown that the Arts and cultural industries in Greater Victoria (other 
than the six major performing and visual arts groups) have a total 
revenue of nearly $44 million. 

Add to this the $11.4 million in wages and salaries and the estimated 
$15.6 million they spend locally on services and supplies, and using the 
2.1 multiplier effect the Arts have an economic impact in Victoria alone of 
nearly $58 million. 

Add to this the budgets of the six major performing and visual art 
groups plus arts expenditures in the schools and post-secondary system 
and the Provincial Museum budget, and the total arts and culture impact 
figure for Greater Victoria comes to approximately $86 million. 

The above facts have been gather^ in papers prepared by Martin 
Segger, Curator of the Maltwood Gallery and Museum at UVic, who will 
be one of the participants in a Business of the Arts conference to be held at 
Harbour Towers Feb. 19. 

The economic impact of the Arts in Victoria and strategies for their 
development will be explored at the conference, which is being sponsored 
by the UVic Fine Arts Faculty and developed by the Faculty with the 
assistance of the Greater Victoria Media Research Association and the 
Victoria Pro-Arts Organizations. 

About 150 business, cultural and civic leaders are expected to attend 
the conference to hear opinions on Arts and cultural industry 
development to be presented by six active figures in the Victoria and 
Vancouver business and Arts communities. • 

Among the guests will be Mayor Moore and Peter C. Newman, who 
during the evening session will respond to papers presented throughout 
the day. 

The conference opens at 1 p.m. for registration. The following papers 
will be presented beginning at 1:30: 

“The Vancouver Partnership: Business and the Arts” by Stuart 
Backerman of the Social Planning Department of Vancouver;

Students sought 
for election 


Students now have an opportunity to 
become candidates in an election to fill 
positions on UVic’s two top governing 
bodies, the Board of Governors (BOG) 
and the Senate. 

The BOG makes decisions in such 
areas as the operating budget, salaries 
and tuition fees while the Senate deals 
with such academic matters as courses, 
student appeals and library policies. 

Nomination forms, available at the 
office of Registrar Ron Ferry in the 
Sedgwick Building, must be completed 
and returned to the office by 4:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 18 when nominations close. 

All students who are members of the 
Alma Mater Society or Graduate 
Student Society at UVic are elgible to 
make nominations and vote in the 
election. 

Eligible to run in the election are full¬ 
time graduate students and undergrad¬ 
uate students enrolled in at least 12 units 
of courses in the 1985-86 Winter Session 
or students who will complete 15 units of 
courses in the 12 months ending on April 
30 this year. 

The 12 full-time students elected to the 
Senate in the election must include at 
least one student from each Faculty. 
These students will serve one-year 
terms. There is also a Senate seat for a 
part-time student for a three-year term. 

The two students elected to the Board 
of Governors will serve one-year terms. 
All successful student candidates will 
take office May 1 this year. 

Voting in the student election will take 
place from March 12 to 18 at the 
Registrar’s office from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. except at noon hour and on 
weekends. Students can also vote for 
student candidates to BOG and Senate 
at Alma Mater Society polling stations 
March 17 and 18. 

Ballots have gone out in an election 
for three positions for faculty members 
on the Senate. There are nine 
candidates. Those elected will serve 
three-year terms, beginning July 1. 

Ballots must be returned to the 
Registrar’s office by 4:30 p.m., Feb. 24, 
and the ballots will be counted Feb. 25. 

The candidates are Dr. M.R. Best 
(English), Dr. R.B. Hagedorn 
(Sociology), Dr. J.F. Kess (Linguistics), 
Prof. R. Komorous (Music), Dr. A. Oberg 
(Education), Dr. G.A. Poulton

(French), Dr. W.T. Wooley (History) and 
Dr. L.D. Yore (Education). 

Nominations will open Feb. 12 in 
elections of faculty members to Senate 
from seven Faculties. Nomination forms 
for these elections must be returned to 
the Registrar’s office by 4:30 p.m.

26. The ballots will go out March 5 in 
these elections.

Professor questions 
chapel popularity 

I wish to clarify for the university community a 
misleading impression left by your article 
“Hours grow longer at popular Interfaith Cha¬ 
pel” which appeared In the January 24 Issue of 
the Ring. You have interpreted the 2-hour 
extension of opening time (now weekdays) 
from 10:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. instead of 10:30 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m.) as being a response to the 
“popularity” of the facility. This Is false. Quite 
the opposite Is true as the following evidence 
Indicates. 

The UVic Chapel provides opportunity for 
two basic types of activity: 1) quiet, personal 
reflection and meditation (not necessarily of a 
religious nature) in the “meditation room”; and 
2) religious celebrations (regular services of 
various faiths and sects, weddings, funerals, 
etc.) in the “celebration space” of the building. 
It should be realized that the previous hours of 
operation have had no relevance to the reli¬ 
gious celebrations at any time, Including late 
afternoons, evenings, and weekends. There¬ 
fore, one would surmise that the extended 
hours are a response to the popularity of Its use 
by individual students and others for the pur¬ 
pose of quiet reflection and meditation. The 
administrators of the Chapel facility have pro¬ 
vided no information on this issue. I will. During 
November, 1985,1 conducted a study of the use 


of the Chapel, with special attention to its role 
In providing an opportunity for personal reflec¬ 
tion and meditation. Sampling involved brief (5 
min.) visits to the Chapel once-daily on all 21 
weekdays of that month. Each daily visit occur¬ 
red at one of 7 times (on the hour or half-hour) 
during the operating period. The times were 
sampled serially and replicated 3 times over the 
study period. The Chapel was closed on 4 
weekdays: Remembrance Day, Reading Break, 
and the day of a major snowstorm. For the 
other 17 samplings, the essential result was: 
not once was a person observed In the medita¬ 
tion room! Nor was individual reflection and 
meditation apparent in other parts of the buil¬ 
ding.There was only the occasional groupactl- 
vity such as prayer meetings. Mass, and choir 
practice. Even though this was not a major 
study, how can one conclude otherwise than 
the UVic Chapel appears to have no significant 
role as a place for quiet reflection and medita¬ 
tion? The data suggest consummate “unpopu¬ 
larity” of this activity. Presumably, the recent 
press release to the Ring, the Martlet and the 
Times-Colonist, which announced the exten¬ 
ded hours, represents an attept to advertise the 
availability of the facility and to see if students 
are more likely to reflect and meditate later in 
the day! 

I must point out the fact that initial approval 
of the Chapel Development in 1980 hinged on 
the alleged need for a place for reflection and 
meditation. This is clearly Indicated in the 
Minutes of the Campus Development Commit¬ 
tee of July 4, 1980: “President Petch reported 
that over the past four years there have been 
increasing requests from students and others 
for a quiet place on campus which could be 
used for reflection and meditation. There have 
also been requests for services of various kinds 
and for services of worship on a regular Sunday 
basis. There is no area on campus that lends 
itself satisfactorily for this purpose. President 
Petch stated that the need for a chapel is very 
evident and should therefore be met, and that 
there is strong support In the community for 
such a building”. Based on recent sampling, no 
such “need” for a “quiet place” (versus “cele¬ 
brations”) exists now and probably did not In 
1980.1 believe that this alleged need was a ploy, 
one of several strategies to camouflage blatant 
promotion by a public university of supernatu¬ 
ral religious activity. Correct interpretation of 
section 81(1) of the University Act of B.C. for¬ 
bids such activity (irrespective of the source of 
funding) as dictated by the principle of Separa¬ 
tion of Church and State. If, one day, we uphold 
this principle, the building would make an 
excellent day-care centre (secular, of course)!
